Status  of  Participating  Communities 

•  Purpose.  The  pa’^pose  of  this  notice 
is  to  list  those  communities  wherein  the 
sale  of  flood  instirance  is  authorized 
under  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Pro¬ 
gram  (42  U.S.C.  4001-4128).  • 
Insurance  policies  can  be  obtained 
from  any  licensed  property  Insurance 
agent  or  broker  serving  the  eligible  com¬ 
munity,  or  from  the  National  Flood  In¬ 
surers  Association  servicing  company  for 
the  state  (addresses  are  published  at 
S  1912.5,  24  CFR  Part  1912) . 


The  Flood  Disaster  Protection  Act  of 
1973  (Pub.  li.  93-234)  requires  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  flood  insurance  as  a  condition 
of  receiving  any  form  of  Federal  or  Fed- 
ereJly  related  flnancial  assistance  for  ac¬ 
quisition  or  construction  purposes  in  a 
flood  plain  area  having  special  hazards 
within  any  community  identifled  for  at 
least  one  year  by  the  Secretary  of  Hous¬ 
ing  and  Urban  Development.  The  re¬ 
quirement  applies  to  all  Identifled  special 
flood  hazard  areas  within  the  United 
States,  and  ho  such  flnancial  assistance 
can  legally  be  provided  for  acquisition  or 
construction  except  as  authorized  by  sec¬ 
tion  202(b)  of  the  Act,  as  amended,  im- 
less  the  community  has  entered  the  pro¬ 
gram.  Accordingly,  for  communities 
listed  under  this  Part  no  such  restriction 
exists,  although  Insurance,  if  required, 
must  be  purchased. 

The  Federal  Insurance  Administrator 
finds  that  delayed  effective  dates  would 


be  contrary  to  the  public  interest.  The 
Administrator  also  finds  Uiat  notice  and 
public  procediire  under  5  U.S.C.  553(b) 
are  impracticable  and  unnecessary. 

Section  1914.6  of  Part  1914  of  Sub¬ 
chapter  B  of  Chapter  X  of  Title  24  of  the 
Code  of  Federal  Regulations  is  amended 
by  adding  in  alphabetical  sequence  new 
entries  to  the  table.  In  each  entry,  a  com¬ 
plete  chronology  of  effective  dates  ap¬ 
pears  for  each  listed  community.  The 
date  that  appears  in  the  fourth  column 
of  the  table  is  provided  in  order  to 
designate  the  effective  date  of  the  au¬ 
thorization  of  the  sale  of  flood  insurance 
in  the  area  under  the  emergency  or  the 
,r^ular  flood  Insurance  program.  These 
dates  serve  notice  only  for  the  purposes 
of  granting  relief,  and  not  for  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  sanctions,  within  the  meaning 
of  5  U.S.C.  551.  The  entry  reads  as  fol¬
